FEITER is now 82 years 
age. At the time when the 
remains of Abraham Lincoln 
were brought to Cleveland in 1865 
he was a boy of 15. 
That was 67 
years ago. an Interim of time that 
represents the entire life of George 
Washington. He was then one of 
the young workmen upon the rail 
way. 
He 
subsequently 
spent RI 
years in active railroading He has 
for some time been retired. 
He happened to be standing be­ 
side an engine known as "The Dis­ 
patch” in the yard of the railway in 
Cleveland. 
It was designated as 
"No. 40.” In those early days of 
railroading all engines had name* 
Just as boats are and have always 
been known. He saw some of Die 
leading trainm en approach the en­ 
gine He was told to assist in its 
cleaning and draping for it was to 
he utilized as the engine to be at­ 
tached to the Cleveland train that 
would take the funeral party and 
the body out of the city and sev­ 
eral miles upon its route to the 
Illinois capital. 
He instantly got some waste ana 
began cleaning some of the brass 
sections of the locomotive. The en­ 
gineer of the train was also among 
those who was assisting In the de­ 
parture. He was accompanied by 
his fireman, Joseph Denslow. With 
them also was Miss Lavlna Hamm, 
daughter of the designated "rail 
way boss.” They brought with them 
a large portrait of Abraham 
Lin 
coin which had been placed in a 
guilt frame. 
This picture was placed in front 
of the engine near its headlight 
Several yards of bunting were fas 
toned about it. 
Engineer Simmons 
and young Mr. Fetter placed the 
picture in position upon the for­ 
ward section of the engine, secure 
ly bulwarking It. In the meantime 
Miss Hamm and Mr. Denslow fla p ­ 
ped the sides of the engine- When 
all was completed it was possible 
to view the blue enameled sides of 
the locomotive between the folds 
of the 
buntine.

was 
shown a gold stripe. 
Not a great deal Is known of the 
trip of this engine as it drew the 
body of 
Abraham Lincoln upon 
this particular section of the jour 
ney from the national to the state 
capital thpt had four years before 
given him to the nation. 
In tho 
diary that Mr. Denslow kept appear 
the 
simple 
statem ent beside th, 
date: "This day hauled the Lincoln 
funeral train."

OT only was the body of Lin­ 
coln upon the train attached 
to the locomotive which Jo­ 
seph Denslow 
fired 
that spring 
day of 1865 but it contained the 
mortal remains of William Wallace 
(Willie) Lincoln, the second of tho 
three sons of the President. 
His 
mother, Mary Todd Lincoln, decid­ 
ed that his body should also be 
taken to their old homestead for 
burial. He had passed away early 
in 1862 at the White House. 
Be­ 
cause of the war the Lincolns had 
not had time to previously make 
the long journey back. 
Lincoln died on Saturday morn­ 
ing, April 15, at 22 minutes past 7 
o’clock. 
His body thereafter had 
been taken to an upper room in tho 
White House. On Tuesday morning, 
April 18, it was placed upon a ca­ 
tafalque in the east room of 
the 
executive mansion. All day people 
filed 
by. 
Soldiers and Negroes 
were particularly affected. 
Funeral services were held there 
the 
following 
Wednesday, April 
,19, which happened to he 90 years 
to the day since the battle of Lex­ 
ington was fought iu the initial sau- 
guinary struggle for American in­ 
dependence. 
Dr. Gurley. Lincoln's 
pastor, and Bishop Matthew Simp­ 
son had charge of it. There was but 
one member of the Lincoln family 
present, Robert Todd Lincoln, then 
23, and Just back a few days from 
serving as an aid to General Grant 
in the Wilderness campaign. His 
mother could not endure the ordeal 
of being present. Neither could lit­ 
tle Tad, the third son, who was 
himself 
to 
succumb some three 
years later. 
The body the following day was 
taken to the rotunda of tho capi­ 
tol. It was borne across the portico 
where Just six weeks before 
Lin­ 
coln had taken lits second oath fol­ 
lowing the delivery of his second 
inaugural address in which he had 
launched his undying affirmation: 
“With 
malice towards none and 
charity for all." There guarded by 
soldiers, people filed by to look 
again upon the face of the dead 
President.
